Geneva, September 29.—Shaken ta 
its foundations by the Japanese threat 
to refuse to sign,the disarmament, ar- 
bitration and security protocol in its 
present form, the league of nations is 
witnessing the biggest struggle yet 
staged on the hiterto more or less ace 
ademic battle ground of Geneva. 

There have been league squabbles 
in the past. The league was rocked 
when powerful Italy clashed with lit- 
tle Greece. But the present conflict 
is a major battle between two great 
league forces—the British dominions 
and Japan. On the sidelines, yet 
with interests vitally involved in any 
decisions taken, stands the United 
States, the most important world 
power outside the league. 

Here Are daps’ Demands. 

“The immediate issue has heen rais- 
ed by the Japanese demand for the 
right to bring before the council dis- 
putes arising from questions of pugag 
ly domestic jurisdiction such as Japa- 
nese exclusion,” 

The immediate cause of Japan's as- 
sumption of this attitude lies in Ja- 
pan’s emigration difficulties with 
other nations. But if the amendment 
is accepted a situation is created 
opening up embarrassing possibilities 
in connection with domestic disputes 
of every other power by allowing oute 
side interference. 

Hope to Avoid Open Break. 

With these tremendous issues at 
stake the league has been deadlocked 
for three days following Japan's ing 
troduction of her first amendment. A 
sub-commission of the first league 
commission discussed the situation 
lengthily Monday but failed to reach 
any conclusions. The sub-commis- 
sion adjourned its session late in the 
day in the hope that private negotin- 
tions with the Japanese would prove 
more effective in weaning them from 
their viewpoint.

GIFT TAX PROVISION 
OF REVENUE ACT HIT. 

Chicago, September ~9.—Hardships 
which may be encountered in the gift 
fax provisions of the federal revenue 
act were described today by James 
Dunn, Jr4, Cleveland banker, in an 
address before the trust company di- 
vision of the American Bankers’ as: 
SOCIATION. 

A maximum tax of 40 per cent, he 
said, must be paid on gifts from one 
person aggregating $50,000 in a year. 
his, he declared, will work against 
charitable organizations, although 
charity is exempt under the law. be- 
cause a man who would, for examp!s, 
set his children up in business, wil] 
deduct the taxes which must be paid 
on that from his donations to charitz. 

Also, Mr. Dunn pointed out, if 4 
man wanted to turn over his business 
to his sons, “it becomes necessary to 
pay a considerable gift tax, and espe- 
cially would this apply in the case of 
his death. Then it would be neces- 
sary, if the business had reached a 
capital investment of &1.000,000 or 
more, to sell a large portion of the 
stock of the corporation in order to 
obtain cash to pay the large estate 
tax due. The result might be that. 
after all the years of develonment. con- 
trol could be fost to outside interests.” 

Might Tax 100 Per Cent. 

The speaker explained that because 
of duplication of tax laws by the fed- 
eral government and the various 
states, 100 per cent or more might 
have to be paid in taxes of one estate. 

Afier the conclusion of his address, 
the trust company division adopted a 
resolution setting forth that this dupli- 
cation of estate, transfer end succes- 
sion taxes “has become we!l-nigh in- 
tolerable.” The resolution asks that 
the president cf the division appoint a 
committee to work with similar com- 
mittees of other organizations in inves- 
tigating the sitation and «uzgesting a 
uniform method of taxation to be of- 
fered to the various states and the 
federal government for ecnsideration 
and adoption.

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SLAYING CHARGE 


Cincinnati, Ohio, September 29.— 
Rainsoaked and disheveled, with his 
clothes bearing the marks of 60 hours 
out-of-doors, Vinton Perin, 50, surren- 
dered himself today to answer for the 
slaying of his mother-in-law.

Perin said 
that if Tudor would come out he would 
surrender himself at Walnut Hills. 

Tells of Persecution. 

Tudor communicated at once with 
Chief of Detectives Emmett Kirgen, 
whwu reached the scene at the same time 
as the safety director. Perin stood 
on the corner and after he had talked 
a moment to Tudor, said he wanted to 
surrender. 4 

Perin told a story of 20 years of 
alleged persecution by his mother-iu- 
law. She opposed his marriage to her 
daughter, Deborah, he said, and since 
the wedding did everything she could 
to eliminate him. 

P.rin readily admitted the shooting, 
but showed an aversion to talk of the 
actual killing. 

“Our argument which preceded the 
shooting was about Nina Rawson’s 
bulic.ag an apartment house and turn- 
ingitoverto my wife to operave and 
take in university men as boarders,” 
Perin said. “I objected to this, sa;- 
ing it would demean my wife, whose 
standing was above such work. Then 
they jumped all over me, and it all 
st.rted.” 

Had Poison Tablets. 

A search of Perin’s pockets revealed 
that he had four poison tablets and 
only $2.87. 

“After the shooting, it was terrible. 
I couldn't think. I was trying to get 
my mind together. ] could have com- 
mitted suicide if I wanted to. I had 
poison with me. But I had still enough 
sense not to try that.” 

4 formal charge of murder was 
lodged against Perin last Saturday. 

Although still in a seriouc condition, 
Miss Nina Rawson was recovering to- 
day from three wounds inflicted by 
Perin. 

The funéral of Mrs. Rawson was set 
for today. 


ATLANTA THUGS 
LOSE LITTLE TIME, 
CHICAGOAN FINDS 


Just 30 minutes after his arrival 
in Atlanta, Saul Greenberg, 23, of 
Chicago, Ill., was doped, slugged and 
robbed, he reports. 

According to police records Green- 
berg was found lying in a puddle of 
water.on Washington ‘Terrace about 
7 o'clock Monday night by pedestrians 
who sent him to Grady hospital. 
After regaining conciousness Green- 
barg told Grady authorities that he 
was doped by the driver of an auto- 
mobile which he engaged to drive him 
about the city. His assailant escaped 
with his suitcase, a watch and other 
valuables, in addition to $138 in cash, 
according to Greenberg. 

Unconscious, Greenberg was dis- 
robed and placed on an operating table 
in the emergency clinic at Grady.

New York, September 29.—Wil- 
liam M,. Butler, republican national 
chairman, who reached New York to 
day from Chicago, issued a statement 
explaining that his party had had no 
hand in pressing the case which re- 
sulted in the ruling of the California 
supreme court, refusing the La Fol- 
lette electors a place on the ballot as 
independents. 

“If I had discovered that any mem- 
ber of our official group had orig- 
inated or participated in tle agita- 
tion. I would have disavowed the 
act,” said Mr, Butler. In a conversa- 
tion with the newspaper correspond- 
ents, the chairman added that he 


thought the decision would “make no, 


particular difference” in the Cali- 
fornia vote in the election. 

Mr. Butler conceded that La Fol- 
lette was “making advances” in the 
state of Washington, but thought he 
would not carry it. He declined to 
predict how many states Senator La 
Follette would carry or to say in 
what states he believed John W. 
Davis, the democratic nominee, would 
run third. 


“I don’t believe Mr. Davis made a! 


great impression on his western trip,” 
said Mr. Butler. “He will not carry 
a state west of the Mississippi river.’ 

He added that in some states there 

“is no Davis movement. - 

Mr. Butler said: “I should think 
Colonel Roosevelt’s nomination for’ 
governor of New York will help Cool-: 
idge. It will get out the ~rote and 
Mr. Roosev elt will conduct a vigorous 
campaign.” 

The chairman geaid the president 
would carry New York by “more 
than 125,000,” and that Illinois and 
Indiana, as well as Ohio, were “safe.” 


“The danger of the election of aly 
president by the house of representa-!
